Predication for Investisation 


This investigation is based on information which in- 
dicates that captioned orgeuiization is engaged in activities 
which could involve violations of Title 18, USC» 2383 (Rebellion 
or Insurrection), 2384 (Seditious Conspiracy), 2385 (Advocating 
Overthrow of the Governnent), 2387 (Sedition), 793 (Espionage), 
844 (Explosives and Incendiary Devices), 2155-5S (Sabotage), 
and 2101 (Anti-riot Laws). 


VVAW/WSO was organized in New York City 
as an organization of Vietnan Veterans to protest 
the American involvement in the war in the Southeasl/ 
Asia. VVAW/WSO engaged in various protest aotivitie 
but during late 1971, demonstrated increasing mili- 
tancy culminating 12/71, with VVAW/WSO takeover of 
various American landmarks and public buildings. 
Information was also developed indicating that some 
VVAW/WSO Chapters were cooperating with or in- 
filtrated by Communist-dominated groups, including 
the CPUSA and the Socialist Worker's Paz^. Certain 
VVAW/WSO leaders were quoted as telling members 
VVAW/WSO is a revolutionary organization and not 
"just another group of war veterans". VVAW/WSO 
leaders have traveled to North Vietnam and haw ^ 




ivs have travel^ to North Vietnam and haw ^ 
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reportedly established liaison with revolu- 
tionary or terrorist groups internationally. 

During July, 1972, VVAW/WSO leaders and members 
were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Talla- 
hassee, for violation of Federal statutes, 
including Conspiracy to Riot during Repxtblican 
National Convention August, 1972. One of these 
individuals was also indicted for Possession of 
an Unregistered Explosive and Incendiary Device. 

In January, 1973, at a National Steering Com- 
mittee meeting, VVAW/WSO leaders discussed 
programs aimed at obtaining support from or 
influencing active duty military personnel. 

They also discussed obtaining access to clas- 
sified government information to be used against 
United States interest, and one leader subsequently 
actively engaged in such activity. There were 
also indications at this meeting that VVAW/WSO 
activists possessed the technical knowledge and 
training to carry out any revolutionary program 
proposed. In addition, information has been 
reported from a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past that a VVAW/WSO member 
previously discussed engaging in sabotage and 
was possibly involved in the destruction of a 
munitions train in Arizona. VVAW/WSO is currently 
headquartered in Chicago, Illinois.

Investigation seems to indicate that although 
there are several Marxist-Leninlst oriented individuals in 
the Buffalo Chapter, the Chapter as a whole, appears to 
be primarily interested in veterans help programs, 'legitimate 
protest activities against what they consider to be the evils 
of the establishment, and comminity action programs to in^rove 
social situations in the Buffalo area. 

Regarding WAW contacts with other subversive 
groups, it appears in the past they have expressed an un- 
willingness to align themselves with any other radical groups 
in the Buffalo area. At mass demonstrations in Buffalo, 
they have taken steps to maintain their Identity as members 
of the WAW by wearing their military uniforms and congregating 
around WAW banners. They have excluded the American 
Servicemen's Union (ASU) from their activities at Buffalo 
inasmuch as the ASU and Its parent group. Youth Against War 
and Fascism (YAWF) are too radical. Until recently, however. 
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they have been on friendly terms with members of the 
Conminist Party, USA (CPUS A) and Young Workers Liberation 
League (YWLL) at Buffalo and have participated in social 
functions with these individuals. However, at a softball 
game recently bet%ieen the WAW and YWLL, Incidents occurred 
tdiich prompted the local YWLL organizer to write a letter 
to WAW accusing them of racism and sexism. This letter 
called for a meeting betwe^ th^ League, .and. 
resolve their differences* Whra this letter wu discussed 
at a recent Steering Committee meeting, it was decided that 
the Yt^ is "all f.«.ed up" inasmuch as they are concerned 
with petty matters such as racism and sexism and do not 
really work for social change within the cooounity. It was 
decided . that '^the WAW will not meet with the YWLL.

WAWAfSO was organized in New York City in 1967 as 
an organization of Vietnam veterans to protest the American 
involvement in the war in Southeast Asia. WAW/WSO engaged in 
various protest activities but during late 1971 demonstrated 
increasing militancy, culminating in 12/71 with WAW/WSO takeover 
of various American landmarks and public buildings. Information 
was also developed indicating that some WAW/WSO chapters 
were cooperating with or Infiltrated by coniDunist*domnated 
groups including the Comnainist Party, USA, and the Socialist 
Workers Party. Certain WAW/WSO leaders were quoted as telling 
members WAW/WSO is a revolutionary organization and not

deserters still "at large", the tens of ^ousands of. draft resisters 
'including those in exile end in jail and under Indicrilmont, the coun 
tless numbers of veterans of the Vietnam era who have been given less- 
than-honorable discharges, and the many thousands of American citir 
zens who becauae of their participation in non-violent, civil disobe- 
dienceand resistance activities have received criminal records — to 
\ raise the question of amnesty ^for these people is to rai.^e a serious, 
"complicated, legal and moral issue which confronts odr society and 
especially our churches. Nevertheless, no matter how sensitive and 
. .emotional the issue of amnesty is likely to be for all of us, it is 
my hope that your parish will be a place where a forum will be crea 
ted for the raising and examining of this issue. Just possibly, the:r£ 
fore, our parishes in Europe could be that sacramental and pastoral 
expression of Christ’s reccmciliation as we show our concern for the 
persons and the questions raised by the issue of amnesty.

thenburg. With their wives and children they are a community of a— 
round 1,200 persons living in exile, separated from their home coim 
' try. But who are they as persons? I think I can best answer this by 
sharing with you something about those whom we met during our visit, 

•Vj We met with throe different groups of exiles. The first groijcp 

i';,! consisted of six men, a wife of one of them and a girl friend of anc 
l^lther, Po\ar are draft resisters and two are military deserters, Theii 
average age is early to middle twenties 'and;^’av 0 been in Sweden thre 
' to five years. Clearly, all have above average intelligence and are 
from varied g^graphlcal and sociological baolcgrounds. This particu 
lar group has a very definite political understanding of their re^ 
stance and desertion, and they were intensely concerned to shore the 
86 oohviotions and explain their subsequent activities in Stoolcholaa, 
Later, I will have more to say about these convictions. 

The meeting with second group of exile's began in the apari^cn*' 
of a young deserter, his wife and their six month old son, the fai^t 
himself being an Episcopalian from the Diocese, of Southezn Virginia 
Several others joined us and then we all. ’went to dinner, For' severa' 
hours we asked questions and listened. As with the. first group, we 
were impressed with the d%pth of their convictions, with their at- 
tempt to set personal priorities which showed a genuine concern for 
^•fcheir country at the expense of their own personal hopes, Furtheiao 
re'^ Tvith this group w^i^ved by their difficult stru^les to adjust 
to their new life in exile, and with their honest, wistful longing 
to return home to family and friends,

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(WASHINGTON, D.C>— A recent study by the Educa- 
tional Testing Service (ETS) has confirmed NACVs long time 
contention that Vietnam veterans get considerably less 
benefits than the benefits provided for World War II 
veterans. 

The study says, “In general, the 'real vahie* of the educa- 
tional allowance available to veterans of World War 11 was 
greater than the current allowance being Mid to veterans of 
the Vietnam Conflict, wben adjustmentS^re made for the 
payment of tuition, fees, books and supplies." 

"When educational allowances for the Vietnam veteran 
are adjusted for the average tuition, fees, books and supplies 
at a four-year public institution, the benefits remaining are 
insufficient to meet the veteran's estimated living expenses," 
the study said. 

The World War II C.I. Bill offered single vets up to S500 
per year for books, tuition, and fees plus $75 a month for 
tubsistance. Today's benefits give veterans $220 a month to 
cover everything. 

“It is apparent that infiation and a rising standard of living 
have taken (heir toll on the Vietnam veteran's benefits," the 
study oodtinucs, “and that his 'real' ability to purchase post- 
secondary education has diminished with respect to bb World 
War II counterpart." 

In a letter to The New Yoih Times in March, VA 
Administrator Donald E. Johnson said the “present single 
veteran allowance of $1,980 for a school year is nearly three 
times the World War II allowance and gives most veterans 
more monetary assistance than after World War II, even 
allowing for inflation and increased school costs.” 

Bv( (be ETS report disagrees, “The five-fold increase in 
the average tuition of four-year private institutions by 1973, 
coupled with the cost of books and supplies, requires the 
Vietnam veteran with current benefits of $1,980 to raise an 
additional $136 just to meet educational costs — leaving lit- 
erally nothing for subsistence." 

VA Tampering With Study? 

On Capitol Hill Senator Vance Hartke (D-Ind.), Chairman 
of the &nate Committee on Veterans* Affairs expressed 
“deep concern" over published reports that officiab of the 
Veterans' Administration were seeing to make changes in 
the independent study of the GI Bill programs mandated 
by Congress in Public Law 92-S40 last year and being 
conducted by the ETS. In a letter to VA Administrator 
Donald E. Johnson on May 3, 1973 Senator Hartke expressed 
his distress that the study which was due in April had not 
even been contracted for by the VA and said (bat “many 
may infer that this delay is intentional so that additional 
meaningful changes in the educational program which may 
be recommended by the study cannot be considered bf 
Congress prior to the start of the 1973 fall term.’’ In the 
same letter. Hartke stressed that the law specifically required 


an “indepeodent study" and emphasized how important it 
was that the report ultimately submitted be a “tbofoogh, 
eomprehenrive and obfcctive rtady niber dun ■ b ia s ed 
poHcy AUement dktated by nnlCBowa persons at (he Office 
•( Managenent and Bndgct {OMB).7 

^The Public^ 8 Attention’ 

The ETS study says. “Public attention to veterans and 
their problems today appears to be of lesser magnitude than 
during the post- World War 11 period, though it may be more 
cmnparable to that oJ the Korean Conflict period. Public 
attitudes toward veterans and wars fought have also changed 
markedly.” 

The report said, "A plurality of those questioned in a 
recent study by Louis Harris view Vietnam veterans as 
“suckers" who were “uken advanuge of.” “Of all veterans 
p«^led by Harris. 53 percent felt that (he public's reception 
of today's veteran is worse than in the past." 

In a ten page study on Attention of Vetenns Oignalanttons 
the ETS reports, “Ihe comparability of ‘Attention* that has 
been and b being given to veterans of the three periods by 
American society, is reflected in the role of the veterans 
organizations' in generating and focusing such attention.” 

The Amctkan Legion, chartered by Congress in 1919 as a 
“national patriotic organization’’ had by World War II 
“become known for both its community service aaivities and 
Hs political lobbying efforts on behalf of veterans’ benefits, 
bonuses, and pensions.” 

“The Veterans tff Fore^ Wars (VFW), older than the 
Legion and formed from the remnants of the Spanish 
American War Veterans organization, was similarly domir 
Dated by the World War I bonus marchers." For b<^ wars 
tite study indicates, ‘The two major veterans organizations 
both vigorously recruited (he ex-GIs." 

Today, according to the study, “Legion membership 
figures show a continual decline from a 1946 peak of 3.4 
million to a plateau of between 2.7 and 2.8 million which 
lasted throughout the '50’s." Today the Legion membership 
figure is 2.7 million. Of that, according to the report, 
“450,000 are Vietnam war veterans:” 

The study documents a history of legislative and lobbing 
efforts by both the Legion and VFW for World War II 
veterans. But for Vietnam veterans the study says, “No 
concern seems to have been given to comparability of 
benefits with respect to the World War 11 Bill." 

"The Legion and VFW conventions," ETS report, “con- 
tinues to pass resolutions on subjects ranging from school 
prayers to VA hospitals, but even on issues directly affecting 
veterans, the veterans organizations have little real political 
impact today."

On April 14, 1973, the newly elected NACV Board was 
given, by delegates at the Sixth Annual Convention, the 
mandate to alter the NACV Articles of Incorporation in 
order to tning them into compliance with the Internal 
Revenue Service regulations perUining to tax-exempt ‘\var 
veterans organizations." 

As counsel to NACV, Joe L. Oppenheimer of WUllaim, 
Myos, and Qniggle, Wadiington, D.C Attorneys and Conn* 
sdors at Law submitted the following necessary changes to 
the Articles of Incorporation which were adopted on May 
25. 1973. 

ARTICLE IV 

^TOURIH: Ihe cocporadon shall have members. The 
cwporation is to be dlrided into two claases of members. 
The designatioa of each elaas ot members, the qualifications 
and rigtata of the mcmbms of onch class, and confenliig, 
Hmitiag, or denylag the right to vote as foQows: 

(a) Organizadonal Membership»-t«Tte composed of posts, 
organizations, clubs, or aaMciadoos of war veterans fa) 
institntlons of education and training, each with two votes In 
the ^airs of the Natfonal Aaocrattooi and sncIi combination

(b) ladividiial Membership— to be composed of Indlvfdnals 
who me war ver er arw and who shall have such vote mr 
votes as may be dctcnnlned under the bylaws of the NA- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION OF CONCERNED VETERANS. 

"No iatOvIdaai who b not a war veteran wHhln the meanlag 
of Section 170(c) (3) of the Interrial Revenue Code of 1954, 
« amended, (h c r el naftw’ re f erred to as the ‘Code’) shall he 
a member of the NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF CW4- 
CERNED VETERANS or a member of any Organiatfonal 
iMomber of Che NATIONAL ASSOCUTION OF CON- 
CERNED VETERANS.” 

ARTICLE VI 

"SCCni: . . . The corporation AaQ not poseem or cxerdse 
any power or authorfay eitber expressly, by Interprctarion, or 
by operation rrf law that will pre ven t it at any time from 
qualifying and coathming to qndlfy Q) « a corporitioa 
exempt Dom the federal incorne tax as an organlzMioB 
described in Section 501(c) (19) or the Chde or (U) as a 
empmation, co n tributions to which arc dednctlhle uader 
Section 170(c) (3) of (be Code; nor sbal It engaK* dlrocily 
or indirectly in any aerivity which would cane the loss of 
such qnalHicaHon. 

No part of (be assets or net earnings of the corporatioa 
shall ever be used, nor shall the corporation ever ^ orga- 
nized or operated in a manner or for purposes that do not 


comply with the rcqnfaements <d Section 501(c) (19) and 
170(c) (3) of the Code. 

The corporatioa sliaB never be operated for the piimaiy 
purpose of carrying w a trade m bnsincaB for profit 
At no time shaD the cotponfion engage in any a c tl v tt ie a 
whkh an imlawfn] nndcr the laws of Rie XJMted Stateo of 
America, the Dbtrkt of CohunMa, or ai^ oRwr JorfadlctiMi 
where lb aedvitiea are carried on.’* 

For those individuals wfao are interested in the purposes 
of NACV, the Articles of Incorporation outline tbm thusly:

(WASHINGTON, D.C. October 10)— The Natiorwl Asso- 
ciation of Concerned Vetems (NACV) received formal ap- 
proval in a letter from the Internal Revenue Service today 
stating in part, *'We have determined you are exempt from 
Federal income tax under section S01(cX19) of the Internal 
Revenue Code." 

Furthermore, “For purposes of section 170(cK3) of the 
Code, the term ‘charitable contribution' means a contribution 
or gih to or for the use of a post or organization of war 
veterans, or, an auxiliary unit or society^f, or trust or foun- 
dation for, any such post or organization; organized in the 
United States or any of its possessions; and no part of the net 
earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private share- 
holder or individual." 

NACV Is the first war veterans organization to receive this 
“stamp of approval" from the IRS under 50l(cKi9). 

Jim Mayer, President of the NACV, was one of the first 
to learn of the decision, and said, “We are grateful for (his 
just recourse, and are sincerely convinced that the tax*exemp( 
status is (he means to fully transfer NACV's idealism into 
complete viability. I personally thank all the NACV officers 
who persisted in this pursuit, and especially our counsel hfr. 
Joe OppeitMincr." 

Ramon Craig, Treasurer, said. “By receiving the long 
awaited tax exempt status we can now foresee new life for 
NACV.” 

Tom Meyer, Executive Vice President, said, ‘“niis, (Bore 
than anything, proves NACV’s ability and strength to outlast 
the bureaucracy red-tape, nie wheels are in motion, and 
nothing can stop NACV now!” 

Bill Lawson, Vice President of Minority Affairs responded, 
“NACV no longer has to play a subordinate role to tradi- 
tional veterans organizations!” 

From Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, Gary Wood, Vice Presi- 
dent of External Affairs called in, "This will be the instru- 
ment that will allow us to begin the building process that i 
think is going to make NACV.” 

Vic Aduaus, Vice President of Public Relations said. "1 
woke up every morning saying 'Oppenheimer can do it! 
Oppenheimer can do it!’ He did!!” 

Jack Frost, Executive Director, said: “Many feel the tax- 
exempt recognition to be a panacea for NACV, but it may 
prove to be a pandora's box.

Senate Committee on Veterans' Affairs, 1 am well acquainted 
with NAfDVs outstanding work on behalf of the ^ million 
veterans of the Vietnam War. The current generation of 
veterans faces unique and difficult readjustment problems'and 
although some people would like to forget the Vietnam War 
and those who fought it NACV has persevered in its efforts 
to represent these brave Americans in the governmental de- 
cision making process. 

It is most appropriate for this dynamic young organization 
which has 200 dues paying clubs in 32 states to receive the 
first tax exemption under new section S0}(c)(19).

Rochester-1 974 


(WASHINGTON, D.C.) — The NACV Executive BoanJ 
voted Rochester, New York as the next convention site for 
1974. 

Located along the shores of the Genessee River, north to 
'south, from Lake Ontario to the Bristol Hills, Rochester of- 
fers the convenience of travel ease for the majority of NACV 
members located in the Mid-West and Eastern Seaboard. 

The Flagship Rochester, located in the heart of downtown 
Rochester, will house the delegates from April 2 to April 6. 
The Flagship has the city's largest, most modern, and most 
complete facilities for conventions. 

According to lack Frost, NACVs Executive Director, 
“Rochester seemed most likely after weeks of considering 
such factors as total cost, transportation, convention facili- 


ties, previous convention sites, and most important its unique 
locatiM) in relation to the largest percentage of institutions of 
higher education where most of our membership resides.” 

Frost and Bill Lawson, Vice President of Minority Affairs, 
visited the convention site and estimate the complete package 
will cost each delegate approximately $87.20 for 4 nights in 
Rochester. (A breakdown on costs will be explained by Dtm 
Schriver, Convention Chairman, in the next NACV News- 
letter). 

Registration will begin in November and last until March 
19, 1974. Late registration will be handled by the Flagship 
Rodtester. Additional accommodations will also be arranged 
for any over-flow of NACV members.

Purdue Terms Y^etnam 
Benefits ^Gift Aid^ 

H (LAFAYETTE, INDI- 
ANA^— Purdue Univenity 

Finance Director Donald 
Holec cut back financial aid 
to veterans by changing ibe 
classification of VA benefits 
to read as “gift aid” thereby 
preventing veterans from 
gaining access to scholarships 
UTTKELL and grants. 

According to Holec. “If Congress deemed it as something 
earned, they would have made every GI eligible without 
participating in these programs.” 

Under the new “Holec system," non-veterans needing 
financial assistance qualify for scholarships where (he Viet 
Nam Veteran cannot. 

Approximately 600 veterans currently enrolled at Purdue 
are affected by the change since many of the veterans can't 
afford to attend Purdue at the VA rate of $220 a month. 

Hank Littrell, NACV Past National President of External 
Affairs, a graduate of Purdue, and former consultant to the 
Senate Committee on Veterans Affairs criticized the Purdue 
Administration on local television, “Congress did not set up 
the GI Bill as a gift, but as benefits earned by prior service 
in the armed forces.” 

He noted, “Once again, this university has changed policies 
without asking for any input from the people the policy will 
affect.” 

A letter to Holec from Robert L. Plaster, Chairman of 
the Lafayette Mayor's Task Force said, in pari, “Congress 
very wisely placed conditions on this income for the benefit 
of the veteran and the benefit of our nation.” He continued, 
“This stipulation was not intended and does not in any way 
alter the fact that the income to the individual was earned.” 

Purdue feels differently. A report to NACV from the 
university administration indicates that Purdue is leaving the 
question up to the Veterans Administration in Washington. 
D.C. to determine whether Viet Nam benefits arc "gift aid” 
or “earned benefits.”

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NACV Legislative Views 


(WASHINGTXDN, D.C., October 8, 1973) On September 
25. the VA testified before the House Veterans’ Subcommit- 
tee on Education and Training. Mr. Odell W. Vaughn, Chief 
Benefits Director, gave the VA's official reaction to the study 
on GI Bill educational benefits by Educational Testing Service 
(ETS). (See NACV September Newsletter, P. 1) 

Mr. Vaughn observed. “ETS, in its Report, stated: “It is 
apparent that the overage Vietnam veteran attending a 4-year 
public or a 2-year public institution has educational benefits 
slightly higher than his Woiid War II counterpart when 
adjustments for changes' in the Consumer Price Index are 
made.' ’’ 

Mr. Vaughn concluded, “As a result of our review of the 
Report to date, the Administrator has indicated the view, 
with which I concur, that no general restructuring of the 
educational program seems necessary or advisable, especially 
widi reference to the present benefit payment system." 

On October 2, Mr. James L. Bowman. ETS Director of 
Financial Aid Studies and Programs, testified before the 
same Subcommittee. Mr. Bowman related that after quoting 
one sentence of the ETS report (2nd paragraph of this 
article), Mr. Vaughn “subsequently made the observation 
that 80 per cent of current veterans are-betcer off than their 
World War II counterparts.” The sentence is taken out of 
context and can be misleading, for our report subsequently 
states: ‘To the extent that a Vietnam veteran is not overage. 
i.e., attending an institution where the tuition exceeds the 
U.S. average of $419 for a public institution, then his benefits 
are less than those available to the veteran of World War II.” 

Prior to the scheduled October 4 Subcommittee marl-up 
(writing a bill, to report out), NACV continually visited the 
Subcommittee members offices. NACV also encouraged its 
members, in the appropriate districts, to make the Subcom- 
mitee members aware of such imporunt legislative goals as: 
up to $1000 per year for books ruition and fees; extension of 
eligibility by at least four years; extension of entitlement lo 
48 months; and an automatic coet of living increase. 

On October 4, the Subcommittee reached tentative draft 
increases in the G.I. Bill, and postponed any Subcommittee 
members’ amendments until October 10-11. The initial 
draft included: $238 per month subsistence for a sin^e 
veteran (an 8% increase): a one year extension of eligibility; 
and a return to the World War II eligibility standards for 
VA Vocational Rehabilitation.

At the time of this writing, amendments by Subcommittee 
members of both parties are being formulated, and NACV 
continues its input. Whatever the Subcommittee mark-up is, 
the next step is full committee mark-up followed by House 
floor action.

(SAN DIEGO, August 29) — U S. SeoKor Alan Cramtoa 
(D., Calif.) opened a Senate committee hearing today with 
a charge that veterans are getting “the runaround" from a 
Veterans' Administration mired down in administrative snafus. 

Cranston, Acting Chairman of the Subcommittee on Read- 
justment, ^ucation and Employment of the Senate Veterans' 
Affairs Committee, made the charge in an opening statement 
at his committee hearing which is looking into ways that the 
Veterans Adrainistruioo can improve administrative handling 
of O.I. bcocdlts payments and other veterans problems. 

Since aonouncing his intention to bold the hearing here the 
Veterans Administration disclosed that it will open a regional 
VA center in San Diego to serve veterans in this and sur- 
rounding counties. 

Cranston said that he was pleased with the VA decision 
to open the office but he wanted to know of Veterans Admio- 


btratimis executives called as witnesses how they planned to 
deal with existing complaints and needs of veterans here until 
the new office is opened. 

He pointed out in his opening statement the example of 
pri^ems of providing veterans with financial assistance white 
awaiting G.I. educational benefits cheats. 

Cranston said that a new law be authored provides for an 
advance payment to veterans enrolled in educational institu- 
tions and that the Veterans Adminstration was givw nine' 
months “lead" time to work out administrative problem!. . 

"But there are already distressing reports that' the .iin{^ .. 
mentation of this provision is not going smoothly," bo's^. 

“Scnne schools have some veterans receiving prompt pay- 
ment while other veterans at the same sclu^ still are 
waiting for their first checks." 

*in case no one has noticed," the Senator continued, “the 
'official' Vietnam war began over 9 years ago." He said, “the 
VA should have figured out by now how to meet the needs 
of today's veterans, here and across (he Nation, without 
"experimenting” on San Diego's ex-service men and women." 

Tom Stubbs, Chairman, San Diego Area Veterans Council, 
and President. Association of California Veterans (AVQ 
testified that “study slou are an answer to the single vet trying 
to make ends meet while attending college." Stubbs suggested 
that an emergency loan fund be set up to allow the veteran 
to pay the initial registration fees. Commenting on the scarce 
opponuoity for part-time work in the San Diego area Stubbs 
said, "it takes at least 20 hours per week at SI. 65 per hour 
to assist the single veteran in meeting bit financial needs 
while attending college." 

Other NACV repreaentatives who testified were Tim 
Onig. NACV Regional Coordinator, Director, Veterans’ 
Affairs Office. California State Univenity at Long Beach, and 
Fred I^oyd Vice President, San Diego R^on, ACV, and 
President, Veterans Club, Palomar College.

“Generally, problems which affects all veterans are much 
more severe for the black Cl," the study says. 

Unmpioymeot is one of the central hubs for the numerous 
problems confronting minority veterans (mioority meaning 
Blacks, Oticano, Puerto Ricans, and the American Indian). 
As a result minorities are often forced to turn to what 
society considers to te deviant means of survival, i.e., dn^ 
pushers, drug users, pimps, boosters, muggers, aod hold up 
artists. 

The study clearly indicates that the unemployment rate 
among oinorities is a futile battle with very little assisunce 
from the traditional veterans organizations including (be VA. 
The study concludes, “Not only are unemployment rates 
for .black veterans higher, but they also express d^tisfaction 
with their jobs, on the basis of salary, and working conditions, 
than their white counterparts." 

“Another problem which affects blacks disproportionately 
is othcr-tban-honorable discharges. Administrative, Undesir- 
able or Dishonorable Discharges make it difficult or impossi- 
ble for the veterans to obtain his eniitleraeot and result in 
die consignment of blacks in this category to underemploy- 
ment or unemployment. It has been the experience of die 
National Urban League in dealing with this category of 
veterans that corporations who would hire civilians who had 
been convicted of misdemeanors would not hire veterans with 
Adnunistrative Dischar^. (Consequeotly, (hey began an 
educational program with business and industry to teach 
them to differentiate between administrative and punitive 
discharges.)” 

A significant conclusion in the report states that. “Within 
all services blacks receive a greater percentage of Other- 
Tban-Honorable Discharges than whites.” 

Purthermore, the study reports. “Due to its size, and (he

The VA claims contact with black veterans is average at 
above, but the ETS report differs, ‘The percentage of black 
veterans who reportedly contacted the VA regarding educa- 
tion or training remained relatively constant for veterans 
separated from 1968 to 1972, around 45%. However, 
the percentage of black veterans which the VA claims to 
have conucted over this same period is rel^vely high, 80 
percent or more, yet the percentage of black veterans in 
training claiming to have received help or advice from any 
sourtt is only 17.3% as reported by ^e Readjustment ^Pro- 
file (June 1973)." 

The report says. The percrotage of black veterans who 
claim to have received help or advice from the VA or one 
of its representatives exclusively was 9.5%. While this is 
low, the percentage for other veterans io training was 3.6%.“

THa interest has been acknowledged but the sources 
were never fcllcvrod iiip, indicating a lack of concern on the 
part of the Dayton WAVI, regarding enlistment or recruiting. 

In some instances, repeated contact has. been made 
by the sources with the saune response. 

It is pCBited out that regarding NOSCAM, 
has described it as an affiliate of the WAWA^SO, working 
£or amnesty, upgrading military discharges and making efforts 
to correct railitary abuses. He has indicated it works closely 
with the Department of Human Resources of the City of 
Dayton, Ohio;^ in a Veterans Program, and receives some funds 
from the City of Dayton. It would appear then that it has 
taken on some vestiges of legitimacy. 

►gave the report at the Steering Committee 
Heetxg in St. Louis, S/23-27/73, that the purpose of NOSCAM 
was to contact active GI*s and to get th^ involved in the 
WAW/vrso. He mentioned that some chapters existed in Japan, 
Fort Leonard v/ood, Missouri, Homestead Air Force Base, 

Florida, with one being started in Germany and at Port Hood, 
Texas. He projected that there would be 3,000 members and 
he said “to have a revolution, you must control the Military.” 

Information has been received from other Divisions, 
icluding applicant type forms, completed by interested 
persons in various Military organizations, whicdi were 
submitted to the NOSCAM a t Post Office Box 1625, Dayton, Ohio, 
which indicates a response to the recruiting efforts of 
NOSCAH.

In 1/73 at a National 
Steering Committee meeting, WAW/WSO leaders 
discussed programs aimed at obtaining support 
from or Influencing active duty military 
personnel. They also discussed obtaining 
access to classified government information 
to be used against U.S. Interests and one 
leader subsequently actively engaged in such 
activity.

100 Arlington Street, Boston, Mass., is the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston and there is no Indication at the 
present time of any WAW chapter on that campus. 

The Boston Office has conducted investigation in 
the states of Maine, New Hampshire and Rhode Island and no 
chapters of the WAW were uncovered. 

The most current activities of the Regional Office 
of the WAW, Cambridge, Mass,, deal with drug related activi- 
ties at local Veterans Administration Hospitals. 

Although the Boston Office, at the present time, 
does not have me^er informants or informants in a position 
to furnish information concerning the WAW/WSO through 
affiliation with other subversive groups, it will attempt to 
remedy this matter. Consideration will be given to interview-
